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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is deemed unobvlous over the cited art of record because such art does not 
teach or reasonably suggest the overall aspects of a product comprising a fiber- 
reinforced cementitious matrix, prepared from a sheet material by filtration on a screen 
of an aqueous suspension comprising at least one hydraulic binder , such as cement, in 
combination with at least one fibrous material and devoid of siliceous sand, thickness of 
said sheet material being superposed until the desired final thickness is obtained , in 
order to give a panel which is then autoclaved.
